I 

Perhaps a letter from the frozen 
North would be of interest to relatives 
and friends, I aril] e.ndeaver to tell you 
of our winte'r we are now having in Da- 
kota, it has been awful cold the past 
three weeks in Dakota aa well as the j 
other states, the thermometer has been 
thirty six to forty below zero. I know j 
as I am out most every day have be- ! 
come aee to the cold, but one has to 
wrap up good, wear ftr c?ps, fur or 
shpe;> lined co^is and heavy mittens, I 
anel if j our mittens are not very heavy 
you can wear three or four pair. We 
havent bad so much snow this winter, 
it is drifted in places ten and twelve 
feet deep; and have had one bad bliz 
zard, one girl teaching school at a lit- 
tle town was lost in that blizzard and 
bhe only had to go few rods to her 
boarding house, but some way got 
turned around and wandered about 
three miles awj y ai- ! was found frezen 
to death. J alee know another girl 
that froze bfel errs driving three miles; 
that was the lirsi. time I eved saw any- 
one frozen, her ears wer. awful to look 
at and very painful to her. I hav'nt 
been very cold and have gone to school 
every day, some mornings the fur col- 
lar on my coat is white with frcst and 
if a lock of hair is peeping from under 
my cap that is. white w ith frost, and 
tears come in my eyes I close them 
a. id they will begin to freeze, so you 
see you bare to keep your eyes op«?n in 
Dakota, and what do you think of your 
eye 1 ishes laing vhite with frost. 

As Beon*as the first buow fails net pie 
all begin to travel inBob-sleds you never 
see a wheel vehicle out untii the snow- 
is all gone. We drive two horses to a 
sleigh to school every day. two miles 
and a half. It is Can for awhile but 
one soon gets tired and longs to see 
the g:een gracs. 1 wish you Ky., boys 
jut here to go skating, 
coasting and sleigh-riding. My broth- 
er has a pair of skies he has great fun 
with the ni on the snow. I visited my 
old Kentucky home about a year ago 
when the people there thought they 
had a cold winter. 1 only laughed they 
never did see any cold weather. You 
think when it's cold enough for sleigh- 
ing that is awful cold, 1 am Rlad whf n 
it gets warm enough to quit sleighing. 
1 came from a party one night when it 
was thirty below zero but strange to 
say I did not get cold, wan well wrap- 
ped up in a fur coat and robe and it 
seemed fmpossible that it could be that 
cold but the air is so dry, we dent have 
the damp climate you eastern people? 
have. 

The coyotes wake us up these winter 
nights with their yelping it isnt any 
thing unusal to see three or four play- 
ing on the Prairies, they are so much 
like a shepherd day anel play li^e two 
pups, and the prairie chickens fly 
around and feed on the wheat stacks, 
the jack rabbits are so pretty now just 
as white as the snow. It seems to me 
when I pick up a home paper and read 
about what cold winter you are having 
if I was there I would think it was 
warm. The older settlers say it has 
been colder here than it has been in 
eight years. 

Wishing every one a happy New- 
Year in my Oid Kentucky Home as I 
think its the only place on the globe.
